Wheels on a bus will soon 
go ’round and ’round on a 
less than straight route, 
with Pride organizers 
steering queer in the dri¬ 
ver’s seat. 

Seriously. The Edmonton 
Queer History Bus Tour will 
take riders on a fabulous 



roll through the city’s queer 
evolution tomorrow night, 
and notable wayposts that 
mark its map. 

Led by iconic local guy in 
disguise Darrin Hagen — a 
living legend in the Canadi¬ 
an drag scene — the tour 
will hit infamous locations 


and recently uncovered gay 
landmarks. 

“It’s interesting to see 
where the community start¬ 
ed,” he said. “Some people 
don’t know which places 
were around back in the 
day.” 

In addition to hitting the 
locations of current and 
past same-sex bars that be¬ 
gan to pop up after 1969, 
Hagen will lead tourists to 


historic hotels and lounges 
rumoured to be homosexu¬ 
al hangouts in the ’40s and 
’50s, before the dawn of Al¬ 
berta’s gay movement. 

“We’re in a different time 
now,” he said. “Human 
rights have been sort of 
granted to us in Alberta and 
the scene has changed com¬ 
pletely. By necessity people 
had to watch the way they 
acted.” 


A pivotal point in Edmon¬ 
ton’s queer history is the 
raid of the Pieces Health 
Spa in 1981, after which, 
people were forced to di¬ 
vulge information on their 
sexual history to police, Ha¬ 
gen said.

Seniors don't always get help in rural areas: Study

Rural communities may 
not be as close-knit and ac¬ 
commodating for seniors 
as widely believed, a re¬ 
searcher from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta has said. 

“There is an assumption 
that because rural cultural 
values include helpfulness 
and neighbourliness, most 
rural seniors are helped by 
a large group of family, 
friends and neighbours.

But that isn’t the case for 
some people,” said Jennifer 
Swindle, a U of A re¬ 
searcher who carried out 
the study for her PhD the¬ 
sis, in a release yesterday. 

The research, which sur¬ 
veyed 1,312 adults aged 65 
and older across Canada, 


said 15 per cent of seniors 
who had a circle of friends 
and family received no 
support, while close to 
nine per cent of seniors 
who received support had 
few people who provided 
help with chores, shop¬ 
ping and transportation to 
medical appointments. 

“Family does play an im¬ 
portant role and not every¬ 
body has family available 
and ... not everyone has 
the support,” Swindle told 
Metro on the phone yester¬ 
day.

N DP say they won't 
save Conservatives 



NDP Leader Jack says the NDP will oppose the Conservative 
budget this week, paving the way for a possible federal election. 


If the Liberals are banking 
on the NDP getting cold 
feet and supporting the 
minority Conservative gov¬ 
ernment in a confidence 
vote this week then they 
should think again, says 
party leader Jack Layton. 

“I just advise people to 
look at history,” Layton 
told reporters, referring to 
the dozens of times since 
2006 the New Democrats 
have voted against the gov¬ 
ernment on matters on 
confidence. 

Layton said his party has 
opposed the Conservative 
budget from the outset 
and will oppose the budget 
implementation bill later 
this week, paving the way 
for yet another federal 


election in less than a year. 

“It (the budget) has failed 
to deal with the crisis, it 
has failed to get the money 
out the door, it has failed 
to help the unemployed ... 
and we certainly can’t sup¬ 


port that kind of budget or 
that kind of implementa¬ 
tion plan,” Layton said. 

“There is nothing much 
that can be done to change 
that in the next five days.”

Militia fires on 
Iranian protest 


Iran’s hardline Islamic 
Basij militiamen killed at 
least one person yesterday 
and wounded more when 
their building was 
attacked by demonstrators 
protesting an election 
they say was stolen by 
President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. 

An Iranian photographer 
at the scene witnessed the 
shooting, which came dur¬ 
ing a demonstration by tens 
of thousands in the capital 
Tehran in support of opposi¬ 
tion candidate Mir Hossein 
Mousavi, who has appealed 
the election result. Gunfire 
was also heard in three dis¬ 
tricts of wealthy northern

• Ebrahim Yazdi, leader of 
the banned opposition 
Freedom Movement, said 
Ahmadinejad's attacks on 
his opponents had opened 
a "Pandora's box” of divi¬ 
sions within the establish¬ 
ment and between the peo¬ 
ple and their government. 

"It is the biggest crisis since 
the revolution,” he said. 

Tehran, residents said. 

Speaking before the 
shooting, Mousavi said he 
was “ready to pay any price” 
in his fight against election 
irregularities, his website 


quoted him as saying. Mem¬ 
bers of Iran’s security forces 
have at times fired into the 
air during two days of the 
Iranian capital’s most vio¬ 
lent unrest since the 1979 
Islamic Revolution, and 
used batons to beat protest¬ 
ers who have pelted police 
with stones. 

The Basij militia is a vol¬ 
unteer paramilitary force 
fiercely loyal to Supreme 
Leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei, who has the fi¬ 
nal say on all matters of 
state in Iran. 

Mousavi said he was not 
optimistic about his appeal 
against the result of Friday’s 
election. reuters

Alberta firm on oil, 
gas royalty regime 


energy Alberta is standing 
firm on its newly changed 
oil and gas royalty regime 
but it is still willing to talk 
to the energy industry 
about ways to prevent fur¬ 
ther drops in drilling, the 
province’s energy minister 
said yesterday. 

Energy Minister Mel 
Knight made the com¬ 
ments as some industry ex¬ 
ecutives said the contro¬ 
versial royalty framework, 
which came into effect at 
the start of this year, re¬ 
pelled capital, even with 
incentives put in place 
since. 

“I don’t have any ability 


to go back and we’re not 
going back,” Knight told 
reporters after speaking to 
an industry conference. 

“What we’re going to do 
is we’re going to go for¬ 
ward, and as we go for¬ 
ward we will continue to 
work with industry play¬ 
ers.” 

Alberta made a high-pro¬ 
file series of changes to its 
system of charging eco¬ 
nomic rent to energy com¬ 
panies, moves that won 
the ire of the industry that 
is the largest contributor 
of revenue for the provin¬ 
cial government.

That was the message 
from Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff yester¬ 


day. He doesn’t want an 
election, he told Stephen 
Harper, but if you don’t 
meet our demands, there 
will be one. 

That got Harper’s atten¬ 
tion. Though he doesn’t 
like dancing to anyone’s 
number but his own, it ap¬ 
pears he’s prepared to put 
on his waltzing shoes this 
time. 

The two leaders are to 
meet today to try to work 
out a deal. It looks, for the 
moment at least, an elec¬ 
tion will be avoided. 


That’s probably good for 
the Conservatives, not so 
good for the Liberals, who 
have that precious political 
commodity known as mo¬ 
mentum working for 
them. 

Most senior Liberal 
strategists want an elec¬ 
tion but feared being seen 
as forcing one against the 
public’s will. They didn’t 
want their leader to look 
like just another rank, op¬ 
portunistic politician. 
Hence the compromise 
proposal. From the prime 


minister Ignatieff wants 
easier eligibility for em¬ 
ployment insurance, a 
plan for the long-term 
elimination of the deficit, 
more specifics on stimulus 
spending and a plan to 
deal with the isotope cri¬ 
sis. 

Employment insurance 
is the big one and the PM 
indicated he is amenable 
to changes. If he gives 
enough, Ignatieff will de¬ 
clare victory and every¬ 
body can relax until at 
least the fall. That will give 


the Conservatives a chance 
to recoup. 

Tracking polls put the 
Liberals six or seven points 
in front. The Lisa Raitt af¬ 
fair gave them a boost. 
And just this weekend, 
Tom Flanagan, Harper’s 
longtime mentor, gave 
them another lift. 

In an updated version of 
his book, Harper’s Team, 
the senior Tory strategist 
essentially concedes the 
Harper critics have been 
right — that the PM has no 
vision, that he is guided 


only by political considera¬ 
tions, and that he dealt a 
terrible blow to the party 
with his boneheaded fiscal 
update of last fall. 

Coming from a Conser¬ 
vative, that’s great ammu¬ 
nition. The Liberals would 
like to use it now. If the 
prime minister is smart, 
he won’t give them the 
chance — not until the au¬ 
tumn leaves fall.

Vigilante justice: A return to the Wild West 


a Chinatown store in Toron¬ 
to for the second time that 
same day. A clerk, the store 
manager and owner team 
up to apprehend him, al¬ 
legedly punching, kicking, 
and tying him up before 
stuffing him into a waiting 
van as police arrived. The 
apprehenders were the 
ones charged, although the 
courts have yet to deter¬ 
mine whether this was ac¬ 
tually a case of vigilantism 
or a zealous citizens’ arrest. 

In Oklahoma City, two 
teens hold up a pharmacy. 
The surveillance camera 
shows the pharmacist 
shooting one of them in the 


head and chasing away the 
other. As the teen struggles 
on the floor, he is finished 
off with five more bullets. 
There has been an outpour¬ 
ing of support for the phar¬ 
macist. 

Support for vigilantism 
cannot be ignored. It repre¬ 
sents an outcry that people 
are at the end of their tether 
with criminals terrorizing 
their communities. 

But there is a danger 
when we become emotion¬ 
ally driven to support acts 
where angry citizens be¬ 
come police, judge, jury and 
executioner in one. It be¬ 
comes an undermining of 


our judicial system and even 
a greater affront to our civi¬ 
lized democracy. We regress 
to the archaic and anarchic 
Wild West system of justice 
where vigilante groups 
filled a gap of an organized 
system. Some of these 
groups even proved to be as 
nefarious as the criminals 
themselves. 

There is no shortcut to a 
justice system that we may 
deem ineffectual. It will con¬ 
tinue to be a work-in- 
progress.

Rising household debt a risk, report says 


Climbing debt levels have 
put Canadian households 
under increased financial 
strain amid surging job 
losses, stagnating income 
growth and slumping per¬ 


sonal wealth, says a report 
by the Bank of Canada. 

The central bank’s twice- 
yearly Financial System Re¬ 
view, released yesterday, 
suggests that households 


are increasingly vulnerable 
to “adverse shocks” such 
as an even bigger jump in 
the unemployment rate. It 
found that weaker house¬ 
hold finances also posed 


an “increased” risk to the 
Canadian financial system 
over the past six months as 
banks braced for more 
soured loans.

The revived No Doubt is 
hitting the road this sum¬ 
mer hoping to jump-start 
some fresh ideas for the 
California pop-rockers* 
first new album since 
200i*s Rock Steady. 

“That’s the whole reason 
why we doing this tour,” 
lead singer Gwen Stefani 
tells Metro during a tele¬ 
phone news conference. 
“We just want to get out 
there, get inspired and get 
out of the house. I don’t re¬ 
ally expect to be writing 
any songs while we’re tour¬ 
ing, but this’ll be a kind of 
new experiment to find 
some further inspiration.” 

In early 2008, guitarist 
Tom Dumont, bassist Tony 
Kanal and drummer Adri¬ 
an Young started putting 
together some ideas while 
Stefani was pregnant with 
her second child at the 
time and finished promot¬ 
ing her second solo effort, 
2006’s The Sweet Escape. 
She and her alt-rocker hus¬ 
band Gavin Rossdale wel¬ 
comed a new son, Zuma, 
that August. 

“I just had a new baby 
which was totally emotion¬ 
al and difficult, and I had 
to be in mom mode for the 
last little while,” Stefani 
explains of why the song¬ 
writing process was slow 
on her part. “You can’t re¬ 
ally press a button and just 
write a song. For me, it’s 
both labouring and in need 
of some inspiring.” 

The group admits, it’s

uncertain which musical 
direction the as-yet- 
untitled record — expect¬ 
ed to be released in 2010 
— will follow. When No 
Doubt broke through in 
1995 with its third album, 
Tragic Kingdom, the four 
were in full slca-punlc-pop 
mode with hit singles Sun¬ 
day Morning, Just A Girl 
and the ballad Don’t 
Speak, written in the wake 
of a relationship breakup 
between Stefani and Kanal. 

The followup, 2000’s Re¬ 
turn To Saturn, main¬ 
tained some of its ska- 
punlc past with single Ex- 
Girlfriend but drifted to¬ 
wards radio-friendly pop 
with Simple Kind Of Life. 


In 2001, album No. 5 
Rock Steady mixed elec- 
tronica, funk, Jamaican 
dancehall and pop and 
spawned hits out of Hey 
Baby, Hella Good, Under¬ 
neath It All and Running. A 
greatest-hits set followed 
two years later supported 
by an upbeat cover of Talk 
Talk’s It’s My Life. 

So far, the only new song 
to come from No Doubt 
surfaced during the TV dra¬ 
ma Gossip Girl. The four, 
making a cameo under the 
group name Snowed Out, 
performed a pop-rock ren¬ 
dition of Adam & The Ants’ 
Stand And Deliver. 

“We were never plan¬ 
ning to do that, it just hap¬ 
pened to come along while 
were making this new 
record,” Stefani says. “But 
it turned out to be a really 
good exercise for us, trying 
to compete with the per¬ 
fection of the original.” 


Polaris Music Prize long list unveiled 


If there's one constant in 
the music world it's that 
people love lists — top ten 
lists, best of lists, year-end 
lists and on and on. But 
winning a spot on one par¬ 
ticular list could earn a 
band big bucks and 
throngs of fans. 

The Polaris Music Prize 
long list, which was an¬ 
nounced yesterday, features 
40 Canadian artists chosen 
by 181 music journalists 
from across the country. 
Musicians such as Leonard 
Cohen, K’Naan and Hand¬ 
some Furs all made the cut, 
and are likely crossing their 
fingers that they’ll make Po¬ 


laris’ short list, which will 
be announced July 7. If

Steve Jordan, the 
awards’ founder and ex¬ 
ecutive director, has only re¬ 
leased a long list the last 
two years.

spread more love,” he says. 

“We have over two hun¬ 
dred records pretty 
much every year 
that get voted 
on, so there’s a 
lot of potential 
for some great 
art to get at¬ 
tention. It also 
helps us create 
anticipation for 
the short list, and 
we’re sensitive to some 
of the comments made that 
our short list was just made 
up of a certain style of mu¬ 
sic and therefore Polaris on¬ 
ly paid attention to a specif¬

Green Pasta Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) green 
fettuccine 

8 oz (250 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

2 small Mediterranean 
(Lebanese) or pickling cu¬ 
cumbers 

8 oz (250 g) arugula 
1 medium red onion, finely 
sliced 

8 oz (250 g) bocconcini 
black olives for garnish 

BASIL PESTO: 

1 cup (250 ml) fresh basil 
leaves 

2 cloves garlic, roughly 
chopped 

1 tbsp (15 ml) pine nuts 
4 tbsp (60 ml) grated 
pecorino 

6 tbsp (90 ml) olive oil 

3 tbsp (45 ml) lemon juice 

2 tbsp (25 ml) vegetable 
stock 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta in plenty of 
lightly salted boiling water 
until al dente, following 
package instructions. 

Drain, rinse under cold 
mnning water and leave to 


cool. Cut tomatoes in half. 
Slice cucumbers in half 
lengthwise and slice thinly. 

2. Combine tomatoes, cu¬ 
cumbers, arugula, onion 
and pasta in large bowl. 
Drain bocconcini and mix 
into salad. 

3. To make basil pesto, 
clean leaves by wiping 
with paper towel; do not 
wash. Combine basil, gar¬ 
lic, pine nuts and pecorino 
in food processor and 
process finely. Combine 
oil, lemon juice and stock 
in small bowl and add to 
mixture in steady stream 
with motor running until 
amalgamated. Add salt and 
pepper to taste. 

4. Stir basil pesto into sal¬ 
ad or serve separately. 
Spoon salad into individual 
bowls and garnish with 
olives.
